There 
is no disclosure nor suggestion of the limitations of the allowed claims "at least a dense 
region and an isolated region" nor "an optimal flow percentage of fluorine containing gas 
into said plasma processing chamber... said optimal flow percentage of said fluorine 
containing gas being selected to leave a substantially uniform thickness of said photo 
resist ...".
